Evacuation of Lens 


Loosens Hold Upon 


Mines of Northern France. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The Ger- 
man retreat from the Hindenburg 
line was in full swing today, men- | 
aced by the, French, Belgian and 
British thrusts at vital points. While 
officia] reports told only of the evac- 


ficers here confidently expected that 
this phase of the withdrawal must 
be expanded to the south .at once 
under the threat of the British push 
northeastward from their lines be- 
tween the Scarpe and Cambrai. 
With the evacuation of Lens, the 
enemy's hold on the great coal re- 
gion of Northern France is loosened. 
Nothing has been received as yet to 


fired, but it is regarded as certain 
that during the years of German oc- 
cupation the great fuel storehouses 
below the surface have been worked 
to the limit. 

As evidence of the complete con- 
fidence with which the Allied lead- 
ers have viewed the future ever 
Since it became certain that the 
United States would succeed in get- 
ting a great army to France for the 
fighting this year, it is now known 
that reoccupation of the Lens coal 
fields has been definitely figured on 
for some months in computing fuel 
needs and supplies. There also are 
indications that American coal min- 
ning units, equipped with the most 
up-to-date machinery, even with the 
means of fighting possible fires in 
the workings, will be ready to enter 
the mines as rapidly as the armies 
force the enemy beyond them. 

ALBERT LEADS DRIVE. 

The force that compelled the Ger- 
man leaders to order the evacuation 
of the Lens-Armentieres front, un- 
doubtedly, in military opinion here, 
was the wholly unexpected rush in 
Belgium, in which the Belgien army 
itself, under command of its soldier 
King, formed the spearhead that 
broke the way for swift expansion 
of the victory by French and Brit- 
ish forces.

OSBORNE SENDS 
SHARP PROTEST. 


Letter to Crowder Expresses 
Resentment of Congress. 


BY ROBERT B. ARMSTRONG, 
(EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Congress 
resents a tendency in the War De- 
partment to show autocracy and an 
Americanized form of Prussianism. 
Hundreds of Congressmen have re- 
ceived curt letters practically telling 
them to keep hands off | regarding 
appointments, and particularly 
those in the Judge-Advocate’s office 
When Congressman Osborne yester- 
day read on the floor of the House 
his reply to the Judge-Advocate- 
General he was applauded by many 
and later was congratulated by sev- 
eral, by expressing the collective feel- 
ing of Congress on this subject. His’ 
letter a protest at the tendency’

ows:

“Dear Gen. Crowder: Under date 
of September 18, 1918, I have a let- 
ter from the office of the Judge- 
Advocate-General, as follows: 

“This office is in receipt of your 
cummunication concerning Mr. 
Frank Buren of Los Angeles. 

“ ‘Replying thereto, permit me te 

that the offer of the many law- 
vors throughout the count who 
have applied for service in this de- 
partment is deeply appreciated. Such 
are to be commended for the pa- 
triotic motives by which they are 
inspired. However, after eye 
consideration, and in the light of its 
experience, the department has 
found it necessary and in the inter- 
ests of the military service to in- 
augurate a different method of se- 
lecting officers for this branch of 
the service. Accordingly, it has 
undertaken, after a thorough inves- 
tigation, through ite own represent- 
atives, who will get into persona! 
and confidential touch with the dest 
professional source of information, 
to assembie thus upon its own initia- 
tive a let of those lawyers from 
the country at large and from 
those already in the army who, as 
a result of such investigation, are 
deemed best qualified for the serv- 
ice: and from such a list all ap- 
potntments to this department wi 
hereafter be made. 0

“I assure you, general, that I do 
not present applications to the 
Judge-Advocate-General’s office, and 
I do not think that other members 
of Congress do. with a view of un- 
@uly pressing them upon the atten- 
sion of that office, or of embarrass- 
ing the office In any way. It so hap- 

es that that branch of the War 
partment is the only one where 
attorneys’ training and education 
Save special value. Those who de- 
sire to serve thelr country in war 
aturally apply to that office. They 
end these applications to the Con- 
gresesmen representing their several 
districte or the Benators represent- 
ing their States, because they know 
them personally and possibly have 
no personal acquaintance with any- 
one else at the capital. 

“They know that each Congress- 
man represents a district embracing 
from a quarter to a half-million 
people; that he is t representa- 
tive in a very way, being 
chosen by popular vote at frequent 
Intervals, and they think that the 
presentation of their application or 
ite recommendation by their Con- 
greseman or Senator assure it 
courteous and careful constderation. 

“The Congressman or Senator is 
probably better acquainted with the 
personal character and capability of 
most men in his district than any-, 
one else. That ie a necessity of his 
selection as Congressman. He there- 
fore feels that in furnishing this in- 
formation to the War Department, 
or any other department of the gov- 
ernment, with his personal know!l- 
edge of the applicant, he ts rendering 
the officials who have the choice to 
make a real service. Generally, and 
in my own experience, almost un- 
versally such information is received 
courteously and with assurance that 
it will receive consideration. For 
myself, I think that any American 
citizen who deems himself qualified 
Should have the right te apply to 
the proper authority for any pub- 
e place open to American citizens, 
Including the army when in the 
making. Indorsements of other 
American citizens usually and prop- 
erly accompany such — 
as to the fitness and character 
the applicants. In passing upon such 
applications the statements of in- 
dorsers are proper eubjects of con- 
sideration for the appointing autnor- 
tty.

FAMOUS INFANT 
LOCAL WOMAN’S 


Mrs. Mursch Wins the McCoy 
“Substitute Baby.” 


Other Rich “Mother” Admits 
Fraudulent Birth. , 


Says Doctor was Innocent in 
Certificate Matter. 


The famous McCoy baby-substitu- 
tion case, one of the most remarke- 
able in local history, was settled In 
ithe Superior Court of Tucson er- 
day when Judge Samuel L. Pattee 
lawarded the disputed infant to Mrs. 
Esther Meley Mursch of this city. 
After court adjourned she announced 
her intention of returning here with 
the child. 

Mrs. Mursch's claim was opposed 


by that of Mrs. George McCoy, 6 
wealthy Arizo woman, who has 
had the custodfof the child. The 


feature of her testimony was the ad- 
mission on the stand that she is not 
the mother, but that she pretended 
to give birth to it in order to retain 
the affection of her husband. Mrs. 
Mursch swore that the baby was 
‘borrowed”™ from her by Mrs. McCoy 
and Dr. Silas A. Austin of Los Ange- 
| Jes, who, she averred, said they 
would return it to her when she was 
strong enough to take care of it. 
Dr. Austin was fined $25 in the local 
courts last year for filing a false 
certificate of birth, and his appeal 
from the conviction is pending. He 
asserts that he never saw the Murech 
woman and consequently never bor- 
rowed a baby from her. 

Mrs. McCoy's admission that she 
is not the mother of the chiJd came 
during her cross-examination at the 
hands of Attorney Edwin E. Jones, 
counsel for Mrs. Mursch. 

GIRL ASSUMED NAME? 


Replying to questions by the at- 
torney, Mrs. McCoy is reported as 
having stated that she gained pos- 
session of the baby by inducing «a 
girl at the Bungalow Hospital at 
San Bernardino, this State, who was 
trying to dispose of her child, to as- 
sume the name of Olive May McCoy 
for the purpose of having the birth 
certificate filed in that name. 

According to Mrs. McCoy's testi- 
mony on the witness stand, as re- 
ported from Tucson, she said that 
Mre. A. M. Hoefner, then superin- 
tendent at the Bungalow Hospital 
aided her in the deception and that 
she paid Mrs. Hoefner $100 for so 
doing. Mrs. McCoy gave the names 
of the alleged father a mother 
of the child. The fa „ she said, 
told her that he could not marry 
the girl. we 

This portion of Mrs. McCoy's testi- 
mony has previously been denied by 
Mrs. Hoefner, who is now matron 
at the United States Immigration 
Station at Tucson. Mrs. Hoefner's 
statement has been that Mrs. McCoy 
brought the child there. 

Further testifying, Mrs. y 
said that Dr: Austin did not ow 
the real indentity of the baby and 
was innocent in making out the 
certificate of birth as he did.

Physical Examinations Expedited; Right 
of Appeal is Modified. 


Upon the receipt yesterday by lo- 
cal boards and the district board 
of the new selective service regula- 
tions, the way was cleared for rapid 
completion of all physical examina- 
tions of draft registrants. The 
new regulations arrived in such 
good time that none of the sched- 
uled physical examinations was 
halted. 

The new ruling takes away from 
registrants the right to appeal on 
their own behalf to the medical ad- 
visory board from the medical es- 
aminers’ findings as to physical con- 
dition.

GERMANS LOSING 
GRIP IN MEXICO. 


Former Consul Brings Words 
of Cheer from South. 


Steadily Weakening. 


Carranza Declares He Hopes 
to Rehabilitate Land. 


German propaganda in Mexico is 
weakening, both from lack of funds 
and lack of results, according to ob- 
servations recently made in the 
southern republic by Louis Hostet- 
ter, former American Consul at 
Hermesillo, who passed through Los 
Angeles yesterday en route to San 
Francisco. 

In a persona! interview, Mr. Hos- 
tetter stated that he was assured by 
President Carranza that the asser- 
tion that he is or has been pro-Ger- 
manis without foundation. President 
Carranza deelared, Mr. Hostetter 
stated, that his object is to rehabili- 
tate Mexico and to give the Mexican 
people a better opportunity to im- 
prove their condition than they have 
had before. To attempt to get help 
in this work of restoration from 
Germany, he said, would be folly. 
He declared that he had not given 
any special privileges to 
people and is in no way pro-Ger- 
man; that he believes neutrality is 
advisable, if the work of rehabdili- 
tating Mexican industries is to be 
carried on successfully, but that if 
the Mexican government cannot re- 
main neutral the untry’s self-in- 
terest would naturally make it pro- 


Ally. 

Mr. Hostetter and Rando Rob- 
ertson, Vice-Consul at onterey, 
— been touring Mexico, -om- 
ally, 
Administration, primarily to ascer- 
tain if Mexican laborers can be se- 
cured for work in this country. 

While there had been some on. 
jections on the part of leading Mex- 
icans, Mr. Hostetter stated yester- 
day that he now has the assurance 
that President Carranza has no ob- 
jection to the plan of bringing 25,000 
to 80,000 Mexican laborers here, and 
several Governors of States whom 
he visited not only favored the 
plan, but offered to help get the 


men. 

Mr. Hostetter declared that conéi- 
tions in Mexico are improving rap- 
idly and that there is a much more 
friendly feeling toward the United 
States. The latter condition he as- 
cribes mainly to the attitude of the 
Mexicen editors, who went home 
from their tour of this country pro- 
feundly impressed with the tremen- 
dous resources of the United States 
and with the treatment ed 
them by President Wilson 
officials. 

The Mexican papers have been 
printing and are printing almost 
daily articles favorable to the Unit- 
ed States and of the administration, 
Mr. Hostetter stated. These articles 
are having a pronounced effect on 
the attitude of the people. 

The outlook its

E FALL OF DAMASCUS. 

Damascus, the chief city of Syria, like 
Jerusalem, Jericho and Nazareth, has fallen 
into the hands of the Allies under Gen. Al- 
lenby. 

The British forces, sweeping over the 
Plains of Sharon, have entered the walled 
city that for hoary centuries has stood un- 
challenged as the very first outpost in the 
civilization of Palestine. 


In the days of Abraham it was Elizer of 
Damascus who possessed the house of the 
Lord’s anointed. St. Paul, after one of 
his historic trips to the churches, returned 
to Damascus. So far as history knows, it is 
the oldest city in the world still inhabited. 

In its fall the ancient traditions of history 
have had to give way to the new force that 
is dominating the world. The story of the 
battle of the four kings against the five, as 
related in Genesis, is repeated: but in ithe 
last Armageddon, that has resulted in the 
surrender of the historic city, not kings, but 
peoples, have led the way and commanded 
victory in the name of the new democracy 
of the world. 


In its early history Damascus was the 
capital city of an independent kingdom and 
acted as a “buffer” between the king of 
Assyria and the rising kingdom of Saul. 
Today the flag of the Allies files from the 
mosques of the old town, and the dirty 
streets that echoed with the tramp of the 
turbaned Turks and Arabs now provide a 
way for Tommy Atkins and those who 
march under the folds of the Union Jack. 


But it is about Saul (who afterward be- 
came Paul) that much of the interesting 
history of Damascus clings. Saul was 
breathing threatening and slaughter against 
the disciples of the Lord and received from 
the high priests letters to Damascus that 
he might bring any that were of the way to 
Jerusalem. Then it was that, as Saul drew 
near to Damascus, there shone around 
him a light from heaven, and he heard a 


voice crying, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 


thou me?” And Jesus took him and led him 
to Damascus, and Saul was three days with- 
out sight, neither did he eat nor drink. 


It was in Damascus, in the street called 
Straight, that Ananias appeared to Saul 
and told him that the Lord would restore 
his sight. This was done and Saul arose 
and was baptized. Then it was that Saul 
proclaimed Jesus in the synagogue in Da- 
mascus and was saved from the wrath of 
the Jews by his disciples taking him by 
night and letting him down over the wall, 
lowering him in a basket. 


AMASCUS appears in the chronicles of 
David, for he led an expedition against 
the city, because of the assistance it had 
given eter, king of Zobah. David 
struck 22, Syrians and garrisoned the 
city and the Syrians became servants to 
David. This story is told in Second Sam- 
uel and First Chronicles. But the Israel- 
itish command of Damascus did not last 
long, for later on Rezon established a dy- 
nasty there. During the reign of Solomon 
he was an enemy of the kingdom of Israel. 
After Hazael became king of Damascus, 
the king of Assyria attacked Syria, but 
could not take Damascus. Later on Tig- 
lath-Pileser invaded Syria and succeeded 
in reducing Damascus. 


The Old Testament is full of references 
to Damascus. Elisha went to Damascus 
when Ben-hadad, the king of Syria, was 
sick; Jereboam warred and recovered Da- 
mascus; the king of Assyria captured the 
city and took the people captives to Kir; 
King Ahaz saw the altar that was at Da- 
mascus; the army of Joash was destroyed 
and the spoils taken to the kingdom of Da- 
mascus; Ahaz was delivered by Jehovah 
into the hands of the king of Syria and the 
captives were brought to the city of Da- 
mascus; and the riches of Damascus and 


the spoils of Samaria were carried away | 


before the king of Assyria. 
III. 


ERE is not much in the New Testa 

ment in regard to Damascus, except 
the miraculous conversion of St. Paul, his 
escape from Aretas, the Governor, and his 
return thither after his retirement in Ara- 
bia, as recorded in his epistle to the Gala- 
tians. 

It was a Roman provincial city under Tra- 
jan and on the establishment of Christian- 
ity Damascus became the seat of a bishop, 
and the great temple was turned into a 
Christian church. Later it passed into the 
hands of Islam, and the seat of the Caliph- 
ate was transferred from Mecca to Damas- 
cus. The crusaders attacked Damascus, but 
could not hold it during their brief domina- 
tion of the country. It was the headquar- 
ters of Saladin in the wars with the Franks. 
It was successively in the hands of the 
Mongolians and Egyptians, in the raid of 
Tamerlane and the conquest by the Turk- 
ish Sultan, Selim, whereby it became a city 
of the Ottoman Empire. Ibrahim Pasha, 
the Egyptian general, captured it following 
this, and the city was, for the first time, 
opened to the foreign powers. Came the 
“revolt against Ibrahim’s tyranny, which he 
crushed with the ald of the Druses; the 
return of the city to Turkish domination, 
when the Egyptians were driven out of 
Syria in 1840 by the allied powers, and the 
massacre of July, 1860, when the Moslems 
rose against the Christians, burnt their 
quarter and slaughtered about 3000 adult 
males.” 

IV. 
HE city of Damascus contains a popula- 
tion estimated as high as 225,000. It lies 
near the northern edge of the plain called 
Ghutah, on both banks of the Barada River, 
which is the Abanah River of Second Kings. 
On the right bank is the older part of the 
city, on the left bank are the suburbs El 
Amara and El Salihia. One of the sights 
of the old city is the “Straight street,” re 
ferred to by Holy Writ as being the place 
where the Lord sent Ananias to sec St. 
Paul and tell him that Jehovah had spoken 
well of him and wanted him to assist in 

the work of His church. 


In view of the great age of Damascus it 
contains few antiquities of great value. 
The “street that is called Straight” still 
connects the eastern and western gates. 

“at the northwest corner,” says a modern 
writer, “is a large castle built in A.D. 1219 
by El-Malik el Ashraf, on the site of an 
earlier palace. The outer wails are 
in good preservation, but the interior is 
ruined.”

E fall of Damascus means the wiping 

out of the power of the Turks in the 
Holy Land. It spells the destruction of 
the savage forces that have held it in cap- 
tivity for so many years; the scattering of 
the hordes that, forgetting its ancient lore 
and glorious memories, have trampled un- 
der foot the people of the ancient city and 
made a desert of their hopes and aspira- 
tions. 

From almost time immemorial Damascus 
has sat like a queen among the famous 
cities of Palestine. It has withstood the rule 
of the spoiler that marshaled hordes under 
a score of different flags, from the days of 
the Babylonian monuments up to the pres- 
ent hour of the twentieth century. Is it 
too much to hope that the two hundred 
mosques within the city walis may be turned 
over to gatherings of the Christians and 
that the work begun by Saul, when he jour- 
neyed down to Damascus, breathing slaugh- 
ter against the saints, and was miracnilous- 
ly converted, may be glorified in the turn- 
ing over of the cradle of Christianity to the 
forces that have rescued it from barbarism 
and idolatry? 


VOWED OBJECT OF SINGLE TAXERS. 

Possibly there were in the large audi- 
ence that listened to Hon. Leslie M. Shaw 
last Tuesday night a few uninformed or 
misinformed individuals who supposed 
there might be a modicum of good in 
Amendment No. 19, placed on the Novem- 
ber ballot through the efforts of the single 
taxers.

Had the present conspirators—financed

SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE.—

For- 
merly the prisoners were kept in 
dungeons in the basement of the 
City Hall, and following a visit 
from the grand jury an ultimation 
was issued to the City Council to 
provide modern equipment for car- 
ing for prisoners.

Construction of the Will is 
Challenged. 


When Attorney w. Noudert asked 
Ralph M. Seay, in a hearing before 
the Probate Court yesterday. 
whether he was doing less work just 
before the death of his uncle, A. J: 
Seay, former Governor of Okla- 
homa, than before that time, Mr. 
Seay replied: 

“That's none of your 4— busi- 
ness.” 

“The court will find you gullty of 
contempt.“ said Judge Rives. 

“I beg your pardon,” responded 
Mr. Seay. 

“There is no begging of pardon 
for that remark; you will be fined 
$100,” stated the court. 

Mr. Seay drew a check for $100 
on the Exchange Bank -of Long 


Beach and handed it to Clerk 
O'Donnell. 

Attorney Hoag, for Mr. Seay, tried 
to present the question as a “bait” 
of Attorney Gilbert's, but the court 
remarked that the witness knew 
too much to be guilty “of any such 
conduct in this court.” Further 
efforts of Mr. Hoag resulted in the 
court referring the matter to Mr. 
Gilbert. The latter said “the ques- 
tion was kind of offensive” and he 
would withdraw it. The court then 
ordered the fine withdrawn. 

The objection of Mr. Seay to. the 
partial distribution of his uncle's 
$500,000 estate to sixteen  heilra, 
hinges on the construction of the 
will.
